Committee Action 

Administration 

On a Burkholder/Reagan motion, Council unanimously adopted Resolution 2022-07 creating rules and procedures 
for public meetings and establishing a code of ethical behavior for officials of the Borough of Greencastle.  

Budget and Finance 

On an Amsley/Burkholder motion, Council unanimously approved the annual budgeted donation of $4,000.00 to 
the Medic 2 Advanced Life Support Unit. 
 
On a Layman/Amsley motion, Council unanimously approved a COSTARS quote from Capital Electric to replace 
obsolete variable frequency drives for the Gasho blowers at the Waste Water Treatment Plant in the amount of 
$20,003.01. 

Correspondence 

Mayor Thomas presented The Mayor’s Opinion, The 1965 Proposed Greencastle “thoroughfare” in 2023. Mayor 
Thomas spoke about the 1965 Comprehensive Plan and noted it has no bearing today, that the bypass road 
proposed for Buchanan Flats will create unwanted additional traffic in the Borough, impact Borough roadways, 
and create unsafe traffic conditions in residential areas. He asked that Council take a position on his paper.  

Discussion followed among Council and Mayor Thomas as to the effectiveness and legal impact of the 
position paper.  Council took no action on this correspondence.  

 
Tim Fetterhoff, 180 Baumgardner Drive, said people on W. Walter Avenue bought lots never thinking it was going 
to be a thoroughfare and now they are upset.  
 
Steve Miller, 232 Moss Spring Avenue, suggested the Borough not support signaling at Route 16 or look at blocking 
the bypass at the Borough line and waiting until the road can be made safer.
